On the 14th of January 2011 I arrived in Perth with my Australian husband Adam. 
Adam and I met in Italy while we were both working there. After years of travelling 
and exploring the world, it was time for Adam to go back to Perth and now we are 
both enjoying our life here. Living in Italy taught me a lot. Apart from some basic Ital¬ 
ian, I didn't speak a word of the language when I arrived there to work. This taught 
me how hard it can be to stay positive and happy when you live in isolation. Some¬ 
times I felt so lonely. I think nobody deserves to feel lonely and isolated for a long 
period of time. Life is too beautiful to feel like that. Basically I think it's like this; When 
you are still alive you should feel alive! And I know that's easier said than done. I 
know it can be hard to motivate yourself every day to get out there and to live. To do 
the things you really want to do. And than I don't even talk about the fact that there 
are people who are simply physically not able to do everything they would like to do 
themselves. We all need people around us to give us a hand. At the end of the day 
the human race is a social creature. And that is why I contacted DACWA to offer my 
time as a volunteer. I maybe young to be a volunteer for DACWA at 31 years of age, 
but I think I can relate to some of the clients, because of my emotional experience in 
Italy. As a volunteer I want to help people to feel appreciated and to feel alive. Adam, 
my husband, helped me cope with my loneliness in Italy and now I want to do the 
same for the elderly who need some company. Apart from my own experience with 
loneliness I also like to interact with the elderly. I had a great relationship with my 
grandparents. After my grandfather past away I spent a lot of time with just my grand¬ 
mother; I used to love listening to her stories. After a while she kept repeating the 
same stories, predominantly about WWII, over and over again but I didn't mind. 

When I was with her, time stood still. It was just about her and me sharing 'time' to¬ 
gether; the busy outside world didn't seem to exist. I loved it. And besides that, she 
taught me a lot too. She was a very inspirational and brave woman. 

I am looking forward to meet the elderly through DACWA - to hear all about their life 
experiences.

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A DAY IN THE OFFICE LIFE OF REGINE 


When did you start working for DACWA? 

I started on 20 th of July 2006 as a Support Worker on a casual basis with DACWA. In May 2008 I successfully 
applied for the position as Assistant Coordinator; a couple of months later I became the full- time Coordinator. 


What is your position within the organisation? 

After the office was restructured in May 2010, I was offered the position of Care Team Manager, a position that 
I gladly accepted. 


What are your responsibilities? 

As Care Team Manager I am responsible for the Care Team, which means I am working very closely with my 
two Coordinators Annegret and Jose. I am involved with the in-take of new clients, rostering staff, organizing 
staff training, taking in new staff and keeping an eye on our budget. I also visit various cultural clubs and com¬ 
munity radio stations to promote DACWA;I also attend multi cultural meetings. 

Every month I report developments within my department to the DACWA Board Meetings. 


Can you give us key words to describe your work involvement with the organisation? 

After nearly 5 years working with DACWA I can still say: “I enjoy my work”. I have learned so much over the

Board for giving me the opportunity to go to workshops 
and to develop my leadership skills. 


Describe to us a good day in the office, please? 

The days are mostly busy and sometimes sad (losing a 
client) but the good days predominate. It is very re¬ 
warding work and at the end of a day the only ques¬ 
tions that counts are: “How many people did we help 
today and how many clients were pleased with our 
service”. Another good day is when we get positive 
feedback from our Support Workers. We would not be 
where we are now without our Support Staff. By doing 
appraisals or meetings we are always encouraging 
them to let us know how they think we can improve our 
service. 


Do you have bad office days as well? 

Like I said before the only bad day would be, if we lose 
a client. 

The rest I see as a challenge and if I can’t fix it, I will 
deal with it the next day again. 


If you wanted us to know anything specific or ex¬ 
traordinary about your work, what would that be? 

We have grown over the past few years but we still 
have not lost this personal touch with our clients and 
with our staff. A good example is the new program that 
we started in 2009, which is called “Special Outings”. 
Each client is entitled to go out for 3 hours every 3 
month and to spend some time on “fun-things”. This 
time is in addition to the normal hours of care and the 
client is not charged for this outing. So far, we have 
taken clients to the opera, to concerts and movies or to 
the casino. How many other providers have a service 
like that? Our clients are always looking forward to that 
special time. I am very proud to be part of DACWA as 
an organisation and to be part of a great team.

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DACWA Information Day on 16 th April 2011 

DACWA held an information seminar on the 16 tn April, and it was great to see such an excellent turn out. This illus¬ 
trates the need for information on a range of topics related to the elderly. Having said that, some information is rele¬ 
vant to any person over the age of 18, such as Wills, Enduring Powers of Guardianship, Enduring Power of Attorney 
and Advance Health Directives. 

In all, there were four presenters, who each spoke for 45 minutes, with a 15 minute break between speakers when 
handouts were given out to attendees. 

Legal issues were covered by the first speaker of the day, Shelley Whitaker, of Seniors Legal. 

Shelley illustrated what can be a rather dry topic with examples, which showed how important it is to have a valid and 
precisely written will, and the need to safeguard oneself against the possibility of physical or mental severe impair¬ 
ment. 

Without a will, your hard earned possessions may not go to the people you would want to have them, and/or a 
large portion may go to the government in the form of tax. An interesting fact that I was not aware of, is the availabil¬ 
ity of depositing your will in the Will Bank. By placing your last testament there, you avoid the possibility of it not be¬ 
ing found after your death. 

The unpredictability of life can put anybody in the position where they might not be able to make decisions for 
themselves about their finances, and mental or physical crises. Parents find themselves having to make heartbreak¬ 
ing decisions about a child who is mentally or physically impaired due to for instance a car accident. However, once 
you are over 18, unless you have made provisions, other people will make decisions for you regarding treatment. For 
example, In the case of brain damage (or dementia) you could end up in a hostel where you would not have wanted 
to live out the rest of your life.

The second speaker was Dr Ralph Ten Seldam who spoke about Advance Health Directives. The Advance

Health Directive is a document that contains decisions about any 
future medical, surgical, dental or other health care treatment you 
may need. It allows you to indicate consent, or refuse consent, to 
future treatments. For instance, if you should end up in a vegeta¬ 
tive state, you may be kept alive for years, where it might be your 
choice to have life support machines turned off. 

To make an Advanced Health Directive, you need to be 
over 18, and have full legal capacity. Because thinking about the 
possibility of traumatic life events is unpleasant, most people do 
not like to dwell on it, and may dismiss it by thinking it will never 
happen to them. However, life is fragile and unpredictable, and it 
could very well happen to you. It is therefore important to be 
aware of the existence of Advance Health Directives, and if you choose, you can do something about it. 

The Department of Health has prepared an excellent booklet, called Preparing an Advanced. Health. Directive . 
Unfortunately we ran out of copies at the seminar, but they can be obtained by contacting the Health Department on 
9222 2300. 

After Ralph’s presentation we had a lunch break, where attendees had a choice of broodje metkroket, ham, 
kaas or worst at a reasonable price, with free tea or coffee provided. Many attendees made use of the bar and I was 
not the only one to enjoy an advocaatje met stagroord. As usual, the volunteer kitchen and bar staff did a sterling job, 
feeding over 150 people efficiently and quickly, and of course cleaning up afterwards. The lunch break also gave 
people the opportunity to catch up with old friends, meet new people and get further information from the presenters, 
DACWA staff and Board members. 

After lunch, the third speaker was David McGregor from Nick Bruining & Associates Pty Ltd. David gave an 
interesting presentation on issues concerning the family home, when a person goes into an aged care facility. He 
covered social security implications and explained aspects such as income tests, assets tests and subsequent home 
ownership status. David also discussed further issues to consider, such as other assets, the cost of a chosen aged 
care facility, incomes from Centrelink, overseas pensions, superannuation and investments. An overview of Aged 
Care fees and Centrelink rates and thresholds was provided. What became obvious to me was the necessity to get 
proper financial advice before making decisions regarding moving out of the family home into an aged care facility. 
Getting the proper advice could make a huge difference in terms of financial costs and benefits. In this case, igno¬ 
rance is not bliss!! 

The last speaker of the day was Allan Reed, Manager of Resident Services at Amaroo Care Services Inc. Al¬ 
lan gave a comprehensive presentation on all aspects to do with an entry into residential aged care. He explained 
the process of obtaining and Aged Care Client Record (ACCR), which is the only way a person can apply to go into 
aged care. This ACCR is filled in by members of the Aged Care Assessment Team (ACAT), who come to your house 
to complete this form with you. One also needs to get an Asset Assessment, and then you need to complete an elab¬ 
orate application to enter into a residential facility. I find the whole concept of ‘Income Tested Fees for Residential 
Aged Care’, ‘Basic Daily Fees For Residential Aged Care’, ‘Accommodation Charge’ and ‘Accommodation Bonds’ 
complex and confusing . One thing that is for sure is that the process of moving from your home into residential 
aged care is emotionally draining, bewildering, scary and a minefield of government rules and regulations, and I 
again came to the conclusion that professional advice is recommended. Social workers at Aged Care Assessment 
Teams (ACATs) are a good source of information, and will give you all the forms etc. when they do the ACCR with 
you.

I encourage you to check out this site to make yourself familiar with the process, and to make this difficult journey a 
bit easier for yourself and your loved ones. 

There was also opportunity for people to ask questions to the presenters, who gave their time and expertise 
free of charge. At the end of the day they were presented with a bottle of wine, as were Neerlandia members Pieter 
Leeflang and Tony Horsten, who worked late into the previous night to get the clubhouse ready for the day, and were 
there again first thing in the morning. A bottle of wine was also 
given to Aat Kievit who was the MC for the day and Harry Crijns 
who was responsible for the sound system. 

This information day was instigated by DACWA Vice- 
Chairperson Henry Koldenhoven. He sourced the presenters, 
and did an excellent job of organising and delegating tasks, en¬ 
suring the day was a success. 

DACWA is committed to maintaining and improving the 
quality of life for the elderly people of Germanic background, 
living in Perth. It is hoped that this day achieved this aim and we 
will continue to strive to do so.

HOENSBROEK: 

Hoensbroek is a Dutch town in the municipality of Heerlen. It is situated in the 
southeast of Limburg, a province in the southeast of the Netherlands. Population 
of Hoensbroek is estimated to be around 25,000. Until 1982, Hoensbroek was a 
separate municipality. 

Hoensbroek is known for its medieval castle, Castle Hoensbroek, named after

Hoensbroek is also known for the annual fair on Ascension Day 

(Hemelvaartsdag), when as many as 100.000 people will celebrate this day. 

In medieval times, the town was known under the name of Gebrook, meaning as much as ’’Swampy Landscape”, and 
belonged to the Family Hoen. Their family name eventually mingled with the original one, resulting in the name 
Hoensbroeck for the location and Van Hoensbroeck as the family name. The dialect that the people of Hoensbroek 
speak, Gerbrooker Plat, refers to the ancient name of Gebrook 

HOENSBROEK CASTLE: 

Castle Hoensbroek or Gebrookhoes (Dutch: Kasteel Hoensbroek) is one of the 
largest castles in the Netherlands. This imposing water castle is known as 'the 
most lordly stronghold between Rhine and Meuse'. The oldest part of the castle, 
notably the tall round tower, dates from around 1360, when it was built by 
Herman Hoen, though a predecessor to the castle had already existed in the 
swamp (or Gebrook ) the castle was located in. This so-called “motte-and- 
bailey” dated from around 1225. In 1250 a fortified manor was built on the 
location of the present castle. Because of its important strategical location in the 
Duchy of Brabant, located along important trading routes to Maastricht, Aachen 
and Cologne, the castle was expanded in several phases, becoming the largest 

stronghold between the Meuse and the Rhine rivers. It contains at least 67 halls, Knights weekend at the castle 
rooms and living quarters. 





Gate of the Castle 


The castle was the ancestral home of the knights Hoen van den Broeck, 
the Imperial baron Hoen van Hoensbroeck, and the Imperial counts and 
viscounts Van en tot Hoensbroeck for nearly six centuries. The family 
Van Hoensbroeck left the castle at the end of the 18th century, after which 
the castle entered a period of decay. Count Frans Lothar sold the castle in 
1927 to the present day owners, the foundation 'Ave Rex Christe'. It was 
thoroughly restored between 1930 and 1940. During and shortly after the 
second world war, the castle and accompanying buildings were used for 
diverse ends. From 1951 to 1973 the writer-poet Bertus Aafjes lived in 
parts of the castle. In the period 1986-1989 another restoration took place. 
Since then it has formed a popular and educative museum destination, 
funded by the municipality. 


THE COMPLEX: 


Over the centuries the castle has received extensive rebuilding and 
expansion three times. The different architectural styles from the 
different centuries (14th, 17th and 18th) are easy to separate from each 
other. The complex is surrounded by a moat and has four wings situated 
around a rectangular courtyard. The main building is reachable over a 
bridge. The main building has two identical square towers with union- 
tops, flanking the entrance, and two taller half-separate corner towers of 
irregular shape at the backside. The forecastles are both U-formed and 
enclose two large inner courts.

From 1720 to 1722, Frans Arnold, Imperial count van Hoensbroek, had 
substantial reworking done, including the building of a new north¬ 
western wing. The interior, with its illusionistic ceiling paintings from the 18th century, shows French influence. The 
son of Frans Arnold, Lotharius Frans, was the last lord of Hoensbroeck (1759-1794) who resided in the castle, until 
1787, just before the French revolution.

COAL MINING: 

The town Hoensbroek remained modest until the early 20th century, 
when several mines were opened (including the Emma). This caused 
a substantial increase in population. This in turn necessitated the 
construction of new residential areas, with the result that Heerlen & 

Hoensbroek grew closer to each other. 

Unfortunately the coal mining had to come to an end when on 
December 17, 1965, the Dutch government announced the complete 
termination of coal mining. 

Seventy-five years of mining at thirteen different mines, had turned 
the south of the province of Limburg into one of the most densely 
populated areas of the Netherlands. The mines had resulted in the 
creation of supply industries and an infrastructure of roads, railways 
and waterways, mainly aimed at the transportation of coal within the 
Netherlands and abroad. Former Staatsmijn Emma 





HEERLEN ARCHITECTURE: 

The city's best known architect is without doubt Frits Peutz. His legacy 
consist of at least 10 landmark buildings in Heerlen. In 1935 Heerlen's most 
famous landmark building, the Glaspaleis (Glass Palace), was built next to 
the medieval church in the centre of the then modest town. It was 
commissioned by the merchant Peter Schunck and it was quite an 
extraordinary step for this conservative businessman to ask the young 
Heerlen-based architect Peutz to design the new Schunck department store. 
It is one of the most outstanding examples of early Modernism in The 
Netherlands but it was only recognized as such 
at a fairly late stage (after it had been badly 
maimed). In the 1990s it was added to a 
prestigious list of the world's 1000 most 
influential modem buildings (only 13 buildings 

Glaspaleis (Glass Palace) in Heerlen Netherlands are on that list). It 

encouraged the city administrators to buy the 
dilapidated building and make plans for its renovation. The renovation has now been 
completed and it now houses several of the city's cultural institutions, including a museum of 
modern art. The renovated Glaspaleis has become a symbol of the revived Heerlen after the 
closing of the coalmines. 

Although many interesting buildings were demolished around 1900, some older buildings 
still exist in the center of Heerlen, for instance a Romanesque style 12th century church 
(Pancratiuskerk) and a former prison tower from around the same period (Schelmentoren). 

Other buildings worth mentioning are a Neoclassical chapel (Grafkapel de Loe) built in Pancratiuskerk 

1848, the only remaining Neoclassical building in Heerlen and a former mansion annex 
pharmacy, left in almost the same state as after its 1801-1828 expansion (Huis de Luijff). 


In other parts of Heerlen, especially near the numerous small rivers around Heerlen, many more older buildings can be 
found, noticeably a couple of watermills like the Weltermolen (14th century), Eikendermolen (15th century), Oliemolen 
(16th century) and Schandelermolen (17th century). Some castles, for instance Hoensbroek Castle (oldest part 1380), 
Kasteel Terworm (15th century) and old farms Geleenhof (dating back to Roman days), Benzeraderhof (13th century), 
Hoeve Den Driesch (14th century), Overste Douvenrade (largely destroyed and rebuilt in 1779) and Hoeve de Bek (1631).

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From Republic to a Kingdom 


From Republic to a Kingdom. (Part 1 of 5.) 

For many years now I have shared with you my love 
and pride for my country of birth and the prominent role 
it played on the world stage. And even to these days, the 
international respect and admiration for this small 
nation is on record. Our 'Vredespaleis" or International 
Court of Justice, located in The Hague and completed in 
1913, is one proof of this. But like in our own lives, 
nations also have their ups and downs, and so now I will 
take you along with me on a journey to find out what 
happened to the prestigious Republic of the Seven 
United Provinces on its way to grow into the Kingdom 
of the Netherlands. 

Firstly I will try to give you a clear understanding of the 
political situation of the Low Countries which originally 
started as the Seventeen Provinces, roughly covering the 
present Netherlands, Belgium and Luxembourg in the 
15th and 16th century, then under control of the 
powerful Dukes of Burgundy, connected to the Royal 
House of Valois. After Charles the Bold (1433-1477), 
the last Duke of Burgundy died, Charles V (1500-1558) 
King of Spain moved quickly and took over all the 
interests of the Dukedom of Burgundy. 

Charles V, known to the Dutch as “Karel de Vijfde”, 
was the son of Philip the Handsome, Duke of Burgundy 
and Joanna the Mad, Queen of Castile and Aragon of 
Spain. Because of his close relationship with the 
Dukedom of Burgundy, Charles laid claim to the 
erstwhile United Seventeen Provinces. 

Philip II, son of Charles V, succeeded his father in 1556 
as Lord of the Seventeen Provinces and because of his 
cruel attitude towards the Protestants, became the hated 
ruler of the Lower Countries, especially when he sent 
the Duke of Alva to Holland to suppress those 
rebellious Dutch, thereby starting the 80-year war on the 
23rd of May 1568 with the battle near Heiligerlee. 

There 3900 infantry and 200 cavalry mercenaries under 
command of Count Lodewijk van Nassau and his 
brother Adolf van Nassau won the day. 

Let us say the early beginnings started in 1713 on the 
11th of April with the 'Vrede van Utrecht'. Emperor 
Jozeph I, Holy Emperor of Austria, King of Bohemia, 
King of Hungary and King of the Romans had died in 
on the 17th of April in the year 1711 and was succeeded 
by his brother Charles VI. But to prevent that he would 
simultaneously become King of Spain and thereby 
creating a powerful empire in Europe, which was not 
acceptable to the other nations, English diplomats got 
into high gear and arranged the so-called 'Peace of 
Utrecht' with a group of interested nations. They agreed: 
- King Philip V of Anjou would become King of Spain. 
Charles VI of Austria did not get Spain, but was 
compensated with the Catholic Southern Netherlands, 
Milaan, Naples and Sardinia. (It should be noted that 
Italy at the time was not one nation). Spain ceded 
Gibraltar to England, which thereby controlled her entry 
into the Mediterranean and during the many following 
negotiations captured most of the colonial and 


commercial spoils. As a result England gradually became 
the leader in world trade, taking over from Holland. The 
losers were the Provinces, but as compensation they were 
allotted 'security' military garrisons in eight so-called 
'barrier cities' in the southern Netherlands being Veurne, 
leper, Menen, Doornik (Toumay), Bergen (Mons), 
Charleroi, Namen (Namur) and Gent. 

But as we know by experience, nothing is certain in the 
world we live in and this system of defences was not very 
effective against the French Forces, who in 1745 invaded 
the southern Netherlands by laying siege to the city of 
Doornik on the west bank of the river Schelde. 

The English, out of self interest, sent over an 
expeditionary force, known as 'The Pragmatic Army' to 
relieve the embattled Dutch garrison in Doornik. After 
many skirmishes and battles, where both sides lost 
heavily, the English withdrew and shipped their forces 
back home in order to suppress an uprising of the 
Jacobites in 
Scotland. This 
engagement is 
known as the battle 
of Fontenoy, a 
villlage south-east of 
Doornik. 

Through the Peace 
of Utrecht it became 
clear that the power of the once mighty Republic had 
been greatly reduced over the years, mainly due to a lack 
of forward- thinking strong leaders. Gradually a strong 
and aggressive leadership had been replaced by 
'Regenten' who in turn appointed family members and 
friends to leading and lucrative positions, with most of 
them looking more after their own interests than to the 
benefit of the State. 

For instance the profitable postal services created rich 
rewards, which mostly finished up in the pockets of those 
in charge. Rotterdam was an exception, there the postal 
returns finished up in the City's Treasury. It was so bad 
that even the interest on the State-debt could not be paid 
for lack of funds. Of course this could not go on. And so 
in 1716, the Province of Overijssel proposed that an 
extraordinary meeting should be arranged between all 
Provinces to find a solution to the current malaise. 

And so in November of that year the 'Staten Generaal' 
came together holding a host of meetings, lasting till 
September 1717. It was decided to reduce the army (paid 
mercenaries) considerably, reasoning that the barrier 
cities would give sufficient protection against attack from 
France. Nothing more was agreed on as the different 
Provinces just could not agree or compromise on 
anything further. 

Heavily laden merchant vessels were often plundered by 
the Moroco's and Algeria's pirates for lack of protection 
by the navy. Instead protection money was offered. This 
of course would not have happened in those years with 
admirals in charge like Michiel de Ruyter, MaartenTromp 
and Jan de Witt.

To illustrate the general decline, records did show that in 
1715 our shipping in the Baltic was protected by 12 
battle ships while in 1716 only 6 armed vessels were sent 
and none in 1717. It must be said however that there was 
still enormous wealth in the Provinces, but concentrated 
amongst a relative small group of families. While 
Amsterdam was the most important city in the middle of 
the 17th century, it was now London taking this position. 
With all this going on, it is easy to understand that trade 
with the 'Indies' also declined due to the lack of risk 
taking by the once enterprising merchant families. 
However not all are records of woes as in the far East, in 
the West Indies for example, the V.O.C. under leadership 
of many energetic and enterprising Governor Generals, 
expanded their sphere of influence over the archipelago 
gradually by absorbing the power of the local kings and 
sultans by treaty or by straight conquest. They went 
further and also took control of Ceylon (Sri-Lanka) and 
Formosa (Taiwan). 

Already the then commander of Formosa, Frederik Coyet 
(1615-1687) had warned the VOC Governor General 
Maetsuycker that a great influx of Chinese might result 
in them taking control of the island. Nothing much was 
done to reinforce Coyet's position until in 1661. 
Commander van der Laan arrived with a fleet of 
warships, but when he saw no evidence of any danger, 
sailed away again. Shortly after Coyet was under attack. 
He was a Swedish nobleman and the last of 12 
Governors of the Dutch colony of Formosa from 1656 - 
1662. On the 10th of February 1662 he was forced to 
surrender Fort Zeelandia after a nine month siege by a 
Chinese force of 25000 men and 1000 ships. 

He managed to escape to Batavia but was imprisonment 
there after being tried for treason by losing Formosa 
together with a host of valuable assets. Three years 
afterwards he was pardoned with the help of Stadtholder 
Willem III and settled in Amsterdam, completely 
rehabilitated. 

In the meantime in the Republic, the son of Johan 
Willem Friso had become of age in 1729 and became the 
Stadtholder of Friesland, Groningen and Gelderland, but 
Holland refused to accept him because of his possessions 
in Zeeland, like the cities Vlissingen and Veere. He was 
offered the sum of 250.000 gulden for both cities in order 
to get rid of him, but he refused. A very able and honest 
'Raadspensionaris' Simon van Slingelandt (1726-1736) 
tried very hard to change the Republic's fortunes for the 
better, but in the end was defeated by the strong blood- 
relationships of the 'Regenten' who in effect wielded 
effective power in the Republic. The situation was such, 
that when England declared war on Spain, because 
Spanish pirates were freely robbing the English as well 
as the Dutch merchant vessels returning from the far- 
East, the Republic did not or could not even dispatch one 
navy vessel to support the English to punish those 
Spanish pirates. The year 1740 was especially noted in 
the records left at that time for the extremely severe 
winter, when the Zuiderzee was frozen under and even 


parts of the Noordzee were covered under ice. In October 
of that eventful year something took place that had great 
implications for the Republic in future years. 

The 'Staten van Holland’ on the 4th of May 1747, 
declared that the position of Stadtholder was hereditary 
in the male as well as the female line and by June the 
following year, all other provinces had followed suit and 
this included the supreme command of the army and 

navy as well as the 
Supreme commander of 
the VOC and the WIC 
(West Indiesche 
Compagnie). Stadtholder 
Willem IV was the first 
of the 'Oranie'family 
appointed to such a 
powerful position, 
similar to that of a King. 
Even many local 
'Regenten' offered their 
support and The Hague 
being the first offered 
him the Postal revenue, 
quickly followed by many other cities in Holland. The 
Prince decided then that all these revenues should be 
deposited in the various treasuries of the Provincial 
States. This all shows that it would be essential to have a 
proper formulated constitution for the Republic to be able 
to function efficiently. However Prince Willem IV 
happened to be a very well meaning person and blessed 
with great intelligence, but lacking the courage, to 
enforce the necessary decisions for the welfare of the 
Republic. 

The Peace conference of Aken concluded on the 30th 
April of 1748 made an end to the war with France, who 
had invaded the southern Provinces in 1745, starting with 
the siege of Doomik. The ’Barrier Cities', lost to France 
were returned to the Republic but now without their 
fortifications, which the French had destroyed. A lot of 
discontent was spreading throughout the Provinces and 
the memories of determined actions of Stadtholder 
Willem III were spread around, that he had never 
surrendered an inch of Dutch territory under even worse 
conditions than occurred under Willem IV right now. 
Also it became a matter of urgency, to stop the system of 
farming out the collection of taxes and tolls. Those who 
offered most, would get the contract to collect the State's 
revenue and often, about three quarters of that revenue so 
collected disappeared in the pockets of those who were 
awarded these contracts. It was in the Province of 
Friesland that the first rebellion broke out against this 
system, quickly spreading to the other Provinces. In 
Amsterdam and Haarlem, the homes of these contractors 
were plundered. While this was going on, the Prince, 
who was of poor health, lay sick on his bed, but found 
the energy to petition the 'Staten Generaal' to do away 
with this system of auctioning the various taxes.
